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Case Dismissed

J. A. MacKenzie for the defence 
succeeded in establishing the point 
that so long as a record were kept 
which would enable the inspecting of¬ 
ficer to check up the various sales 
that this was all that was required 
by the Act. 

Magistrate Dawson accordingly dis¬ 
missed the case against Mr. McKech¬ 
nie and in his remarks referred to the 
fact that Mr. McKechnie had always 
to his knowledge lived up to both the 
spirit and letter of the law so far as 
the Liquor Act was concerned.

Premier Greenfield 
Issues Statement On 
Natural Resources 


Pointing out that the Alberta gov¬ 
ernment might not he any better off 
for a few years at least with the ad¬ 
ministration of its own resources on 
its hands, and also setting up a very 
definite claim for compensation for 
certain land alienated by the domin¬ 
ion givernment prior to 1905, Premier 
Greenfield has issued an official state¬ 
ments on his negotiations with the 
government at Ottawa during the re¬ 
cent conference with reference to the 
transfer of the natural resources. The 
official statement is as follows: 

“Repersentatives from the three 
Prairie Provinces met in Ottawa on 
April 19t.h at the invitation of Prem¬ 
ier W. MacKenzie King, to discuss 
the natural resources question, fol¬ 
lowing his letter of February 19th. 
The first few sessions were taken up 
largely in an effort to define certain 
general principles to serve as a basis 
for negotiating an agreement. For 
obvious reasons we allowed the Man¬ 
itoba and Saskatchewan representa¬ 
tives to take the le*i hi tfte discus¬ 
sions during the first f.ay sessions.

itoba, Premier Norris' did not feel 
authorised to continue negotiations 
after receiving from the Dominion 
Government the general statement al¬ 
ready published in the Daily Press. 
We did not consider it advisable to 
become a party to this statement, 
partly because we were prepared to 
continue negotiations in the hope of 
reaching a definite agreement, but 
mainly because we did not wish to 
agree to any statement which might 
be considered as stopping us from 
any consideration of alienations of 
natural resources prior to the forma¬ 
tion of the Province in 1905. 

“As there was a qlear understand¬ 
ing between the Provincial represen¬ 
tatives that each Province should, at 
any time, he free to act independently 
if thought advisabife, we remained a 
few days after the Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan representatives had 
left for home to see if any basis of 
compromise could be found which 
would be satisfactory to this Prov¬ 
ince. 

“The first important point of differ¬ 
ence arose from the inconsistence of 
certain members of the Dominion 
government that no consideration 
whatever should be given to aliena¬

tions or dealings with the natural re¬ 
sources prior to 1905, it being urged 
that at that time a settlement had 
been reached behind which we should 
not go. The impoivtance of this ques¬ 
tion to the Province may be gathered, 
by a reference to cfne item, viz; lands 
alienated for railway purposes. Of a 
total of 13,041,729 acres granted 
from within the present Provincial 
boundaries as subsidies for railway 
construction 10,969,805 acres were 
alienated a few years prior to 1905. 
Of this amount approximately 6,440,- 
000 acres were granted for railway 
construction entirely outside the Pro¬ 
vince. Plad the first petition for pro¬ 
vincial autonomy been granted in 
1900 we would now' clearly be entitled 
to some consideration for these lands. 
In view of the fact that these lands 
were selected throughout the Prov¬ 
ince and carried with the patents all

HOW CANADA 

IS GOVERNED 


MEETINGS OF COUNCILS 


.The time for the first meeting of a. 
new council is fixed by the municipal 
law of each province—generally & me 
time in the first month of the year— 
but all subsequent meetings can be 
held in accordance with the regula¬ 
tions of each council, unless otherwise 
provided. All meetings are held 
porvided. All meetings are held 
openly, except under special circum¬ 
stances as defined by the regulations^ 

The head of the council presides 
over the meetings, and in his absence 
some member of the council, as the 
law’s or regulations order. He main¬ 
tains order and decorum, hut an ap 
.peal may be made to the council a 
gainst his rulings. A quorum or ma 
jority of the whole council is neces 
sary for a meeting for the transac¬ 
tion of business, but a majority of 
such a quorum may pass any order, 
resolution or by-law, or perform any 
other act within the powers of the 
council. 

As a. rule open voting prevails, blit 
in British Columbia the election of 
officers is by ballot. The regulations 
provide that no member can vote on 
a question in which he has direct pe¬ 
cuniary interest—the usual parlia¬ 
mentary law in such cases. 

Minutes of proceedings of a meet¬ 
ing must he always read, confirmed, 
and signed by the chairman at the 
subsequent meeting. 

In the provinces of Ontario, British. 
Columbia, New Brunswick, Nova 
Scotia, Alberta and Saskatchewan, 
the head of the council votes as a 
member, and when there is a tie or 
equality of votes the mutter or ques¬ 
tion under discussion is lost or rega- 
tived. In Quebec he can vote on every 
question, and has also a casting vote 
in case of a tie. In Manitoba he votes 
only when there is a tie. Select com. 
mittes are appointed as in arliament 
for the consideration of special mat¬ 
ters of municipal business, and they 
must report their results to the coun— 
t cil. 

All the rules of the councils are bas¬ 
ed on those of the house of commons 
and legislat-ive assemblies of Canada. 
In all matters of doubt reference is 
made to the regulations and usages 
of parliament, directing the conduct 
of debate, divisions, and other mat¬ 
ters of order and procedure. 

BY-LAWS OF COUNCILS 

The legislative powers of all coun¬ 
cils are exercised by by-laws when 
not otherwise provided by statute. A 
by-law is a special law of a corpora¬ 
tion or municipality, which it has a 
right to pass in a certain form for a 
local or municipal purpose defined by 
the general statutory law establishing 
municipalities. 

Every council may also make regu¬ 
lations governing the preceedings of 
the council, the conduct of its mem¬ 
bers, the appointing or calling of spe¬ 
cial meetings, and generally all such 
other regulations as the good of the 
inhabitants of the municipality re¬ 
quires, and may repeal, alter, or am¬ 
end its by-laws. Every such by-law’, 
to have legal force, must be under the 
seal of the corporation, signed by 
the head, or the presiding officer of

“Omitting as being purely Dominion 
matters all items of expenditure ex¬ 
cepting Civil overnment, Dominion 
Land Salaries, Surveys and Protec¬ 
tion of Timber, there still remains in 
these four items an expenditure of 
$1,304,312.00 as against a revenue of 
$1,805,562.00, or ia balance somewhat 
less than the present subsidy. Ad¬ 
mitting that we should be able to ad¬ 
minister the resources more economi¬ 
cally than the Dominion overnment, 
there would still be large demands for 
developing work and the organization 
of a Department for Civil service to 
that it is very doubtful if, for a num¬ 
ber of years, the government would 
be in a better position by the acqui¬ 
sition of the resources than it is with 
the present subsidy. 

“Throughout the discussions Pre¬ 
mier King exhibited the most earnest 
desire to arrive at some basis of set¬ 
tlement of this long standing problem* 
and to effect such a settlement, we 
believe, would be willing to give a 
very generous consideration to the 
claim of the Western Provinces. Like 
his predecessor however, he must 
keep in mind the practical question of 
what settlement would receive the en- 
dorsation of the House, so that the 
most serious practical difficulty in 
solving this vexed question is tjhe at¬ 
titude of the representatives of the 
Eastern ProviiAMUL who feel they have 
an Interest - in th^whole question. 

“We believe, however, that very- 
decided progress was made during the 
conference at Ottawa and Premier has 
certain suggestions under considera¬ 
tion which, after he has conferred 
with his Government, mlay lead to 
some basis of settlement which could 
be entertained by this Province.”

mineral rights, it becomes of consid¬ 
erable importance that any negotia¬ 
tions for the return of the resources 
should not be limited to the period 
since 1905, and we felt obliged to 
make a very positive claim for com¬ 
pensation for these lands at least. 

“The second difficulty arises from 
the fact that there is very little 
knowledge of the real benefit to be 
derived by the transfer of the re¬ 
sources. There seems to be a general 
exaggerated idea, not only of the 
wealth of our resources, but also of 
the immediate benefit to be derived 
by the Province from their acquisition 
The result is an impatience on the 
part of some to any suggestion that 
past dealings with the. resources 
should be considered at all and the 
insistence that we' should be content¬ 
ed to take over the remaining resour 
ces and give up all the present sub¬ 
sidy without any compensation what¬ 
soever for any resources hitherto 
alienated.

Complaints Against 
The Poundkehpers 

Complaints have been received by 
the department of agriculture, that in 
some cases w'here cattle have been 
impounded, these have been sold 
without bing fully or properly de¬ 
scribed in the advertisements. The 
department will proceed to take steps 
against any poundkeeper found guil¬ 
ty of improperly or insufficiently de¬ 
scribing- animals impounded and to be 
offered for sale. 


Wheat seeding in Saskatchewan is 
practically completed except in a few 
districts, and about fifty per cent, of 
the oat crop is in, with very little 
seeding as yet of barley and flax, ac¬ 
cording to the crop report issued yes¬ 
terday by the statistics branch of the 
provincial department of agriculture. 
Crop correspondents from all parts of 
the province report conditions as un¬ 
usually favorable; w*ith grovAh ex¬ 
ceptionally rapid. 


Tuberculin Testing 
For Cities And Towns 

A discussion which took place re¬ 
cently in the House of Commons re¬ 
vealed the fact that the cities and 
towns of Canada do not take advant¬ 
age, to the extent they should or 
might do, of the opportunity offered 
by the Dominion Department of Ag¬ 
riculture, to have the herds supplying 
milk or cream tested for tuberculosis 
by officials of the Health of Animals 
Branch. By oraei-in-council passed 
in April, 1917, it is provided that, 
on application to the Veterinary Di¬ 
rector-General, any city or town can 
secure this service on condition that 
the dairies supplying the imlilk or 
cream afe- licensed and conform to 
the standard. It is further under¬ 
stood that,, two years after the first 
test, the sale of unpasteurized milk 
or cream in the applying city or town 
shall be prohibited, unless the veter¬ 
inary inspector can certify that the 
dairy herds contain no reactors and 
are fre from tuberculosis. These 
conditions being agreed to, an in¬ 
spector or inspectors will be sent to 
tset all the cows furnishing milk and 
cream to the city or town concerned.

Restaurants Must 

Now Be Licensed 

After June 1st all restaurants in the 
province will require to have a pro¬ 
vincial license, in accordance with 
the act passed at last session of the 
legislature. In cities the license fee 
is $10. and in towns it is $5. Appli¬ 
cation must be approved by the coun¬ 
cil of the municipality from which 
the application is made. 

Electrical Storms 

Throughout District 

The Wainwright district was visited 
by a ' severe windstorm on Friday 
night of last week, which lasted for 
about an hour and a quarter. For 
about fifteen minutes a peculiar spiral 
wave hit the town and wrought con¬ 
siderable damag*e. Woodsheds and 
outhouses were lifted bodily and toss¬ 
ed into neighbouring yards. The plate 
glass windows of the Empress Cafe., 
were blown out, while two windows in 
the star office and two in the Allen 
Meat Market were smashed. All the 
windows in the big skating rink suf¬ 
fered a like fate. The roof of the 
theatre was .broken in. while lumber 
piles in the Atlas Lumber company's 
yards were tossed over the place. 
Wagons were blown several blocks 
away. At Wheaton’s dairy farm, ane 
mile southeast of town, the roofs of 
several sheds were blown off, while 
A. Lackey, on mile west of town, lost 
one or two buildings and sheds. 

During the same storm the water 
tank at Heath was considerably dam¬ 
aged. Whilst no material damage is 
reported at Edgerton, Ribstone, or 
Chauvin, the water tank at Artland 
suffered, being partly blown down.

municipal bodies, or to a special 
charter of a city or town, the xetnet 
of the authority of a council in levy¬ 
ing a rate and creating debt. 

In case a person considers he is 
rated too high on an assessment, or 
is treated exceptionally or unjustly, 
he can have an appeal to a court of 
revision, composed of members of the 
council as a rule, and finally to the 
courts—the county court in Ontario, 
Manitoba and Nova Scotia, and the 
cirouit court in Quebec. 

In New Brunswick there is a 
board of valuators and in British Co¬ 
lumbia a court of revision, and leave 
is given under certain circumstances 
to have recourse to the supreme 
court. In Nova Scotia there is an 
assessment court of appeal in towns, 
and thence to the council under cer¬ 
tain conditions. 

In Saskatchewan and Alberta the 
appeals are taken first to the council 
which acts as a court of revision, 
with the right to a subsequent ap. 
peal before a judge of the supreme 


require three readings, and not more 
than two can be had at the same 
sitting of the council, thus preventing 
surprise. ,, 

In case of aid to railways or water¬ 
works, or the pledge of the municipal 
credit for certain other public pur. 
poses, defined in the municipal law of 
Ontario, Quebec and other provinces, 
a vote of the ratepayers and proper¬ 
ty holders mustbe taken. 

In Ontario, where the law is very 
clear and explicit, the assent of one- 
third of all the eaxpayers of a muni¬ 
cipal division is required to give legal 
fore to a bylaw giving aid ine any 
shap to a railway or other company, 
or raising upon the credit of the nu— 
nicipality any money not required for 
its ordinary expenditures, and not 
payable w'ithin ,the same municipal 
year. , 

In Ontario. British Columbia, Man¬ 
itoba. Alberta and Saskatchewan, the 
vote is always by ballot. Any resid¬ 
ent or other person interested in a 
bylaw, order or resolution of a coun¬ 
cil may take proceedings in the 
courts to quash the same for illegality 

The reference of bylaws of munici¬ 
palities to the ratepayers of a muni¬ 
cipal division for their acceptance or 
refusal is the only example which our 
system of government offers of what 
is known in Switzerland as the (re¬ 
ferendum) (reference) of laws to the 
vote of the people before they can 
come into operation.

purchase of real property for the erec - 
tion of public buildings thereon 
cemeteries, their improvement and 
protection, cruelty to animals, fences,

The subjects embraced 
within their jurisdiction are set forth 
With ntore or lefes detail in the muni¬ 
cipal acts of the majority of the pro¬ 
vinces especially those of Ontario, 
Quebec, and the western provinces— 
those of Nova Scotia and New Bruns¬ 
wick being less perfectly defined. 

Generally speaking it may be said 
that, subject to certain limitations 
and formalities, the council of every 
city, town, or incorporated village, 
may pass by-laws for the Construc¬ 
tion and maintenance of waterworks,

MUNICIPAL ASSESSMENT OR 


TAXATION 


The most important duty of every 
municipal council is the raising of 
money for local purposes by direct 
taxation. The burden of taxation is 
on real property—that is to say, on 
buildings, land, machinery, trees on 
lands, mines and minerals, except 
where they belong to the crown. 

In British Columbia, improvements 
on land are exempted up to a certain 
amount. Incumrs AvtT'taxable in the 
majority of the provinces, and so are 
bonds, securities, and other personal 
property within the limitations fixed 
by the law in each case. 

The following- classes of property 
are free from municipal taxation in 
the provinces generally: imperial, 
dominion, provincial and municipal 
property; Indian lands, churches par. 
sonages, and lands immediately con¬ 
nected therewith (except in Manito. 
bn); educational, charitable, scientific 
and literary institutions; agricultural 
and horticultural societies; incomes 
of the governor-general and lieuten¬ 
ant-governors; household effects and 
tools in use. 

Small incomes are also usually ex¬ 
empted the limit being different in 
the various provinces, the incomes of 
fa rulers are also usually exempt to 
encourage agriculture, Canada’s prin¬ 
cipal industry. Special interests are 
also protectced. For instance, in On¬ 
tario and Manitoba, the produce of 
the farm in store or warehouse on the 
way to sale, live stock and imple¬ 
ments in use; in Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick, fishermen's boats, 
nets and outfit to $200. 

In Alberta and Saskatchewan, grain 
is exempted. But in all these mat¬ 
ters of taxation there are so many 
differences in the provinces that it is 
imijossible to do more here than refer 
generally to the subject. Reference 
must be had to the assessment laws 
of the provinces in all cases. 

All municipal, local or direct taxes 
are raised and levied upon the real 
or personal taxable property accord¬ 
ing to the value given in the roll of 
the assessors, or valuators, or assess¬ 
ment commissioners appointed by 
each municipality in the different 
provinces for such purposes. The 
council of a municipality assesses 
and levies upon his taxable property 
a sufficient sum in each year to pay 
interest and sinking fund on debts 
and meet all legal expenditures. 

The laws of the provinces restrain, 
as far as practicable, the powers of 
the corporations in this particular, 
and any person can ascertain by re. 
ferring to the ’general law governing
